ItcsH from the police academy and three 
months of street training, up to i6 rookie cops 
a night patrol some of the cit/s most danger- 
ous blocks on foot as part of a new initiative 
that is a throwback to the department’s days 
of old. 

Superintendent Garry McCarthy calls it a 
return to community policing, but it also is de- 
signed to beef up the police presence in tough 
neighborhoods and give the new cops a quick 
taste of life on the street. 

The effort started off modestly less than two 
months ago with only a couple of dozen offi- 
cers, but McCarthy has hopes of significantly 
growing the nixmbers by adding newly minted 
cops to the foot patrols as they complete the 
police academy and field training.

JIT 7'jrli Stnm iisd t'ntcngg CirfViT; .^vunue 2 a 
thLy wajki:^! n L6-!4:|LiLr4j-hhick nrun thnt hxik 
them into Kasi Chatham, Cfiaiham and Grand 
Crossing. The foot patrols also operate in the 
area around 63rd Street and King Drive in 
Woodlawn. 

The officers walk in pairs or sometimes in 
packs of four or more, chatting up passersby 
and employees in liquor stores, barber shops 
and other businesses. Working nine-hour 
shifts from evening into early morning, they 
write parking tickets, check for squatters in va- 
cant apartment buildings and occasionally pop 
out of dark gangways or dimly lit side streets. 
The foot officers also write up “contact cards” 
to keep a record of the names, addresses and 
phone numbers of those they routinely stop. 

Arthur Lurigio, a criminologist at Loyola 
University Chicago, believes that cops walking 
the beat make citizens feel safer— and lead to 
improved cooperation from residents.

TTie i’ratemal Urder of Kjlice, the luiioii 
that represents rank-and-file officers, has 
voiced concerns about the safety of the rookie 
cops on foot patrol in some of Chicago’s most 
violent neighborhoods. Tet those are the same 
areas where an influx of veteran officers work- 
ing overtime have been added— in squad cars 
and usually just a few blocks away 

Lurigio said there’s no research to suggest 
that foot patrols are any more dangerous than 
working in squad cars. 

One rookie officer said he isn’t worried 
about walking the beat with all the extra man- 
power in the area. 

“There’s a ton of [sqxxad] cars in this area,” 
said the officer, who like the others isn’t be- 
ing identified because they weren’t authorized 
by the department to speak. “There’s a lot of 
people backing each other up.”

NU student will take 
‘Jeopardy!’ for $100K

Northwestern University junior Daniel Dono- 
hue may or may not have won $100,000 in 
the “Jeopardy!” College Championship. You’ll 
have to watch the two-week tournament that 
started Monday to find out for sure. 

Donohue was selected to compete on the 
show against 15 other college students around 
the country from schools such as MIT, Stan- 
ford, Georgetown and the University of Wis- 
consin-Madison. His first episode is set to air 
at 2:30 p.m. Tuesday on WLS-Ch. 7 (ABC). 

The 2i-year-old Communications major 
was surprised to find out in February that 
he was chosen, even after passing a 50 -ques- 
tion online test and an in-person audition in 
Cleveland. He already had been through the 
pre-show screening process once before as a 
freshman, when he auditioned in Kansas City 
after passing the online test. But he didn’t 
make it on the show. 

This time, he was worried he wouldn’t be 
chosen because another Northwestern stu- 
dent, Katie Singh, had competed in the “Jeop- 
ardy!” college episode in 2010. The “Jeop- 
ardy!” producers like to switch up the list of 
universities that participate in their College 
Championship each year. 

Donohue also knows a number of previous 
Jeopardy contestants, which can be an issue. 
During the pre-selection process, contestants 
are required to disclose the names of people 
they know who already have competed on the 
show. 

“I felt like all of these things were working 
against me, so I wasn’t reaUy expecting to get 
on the show,” Donohue said. “I kind of looked 


at both auditions as just a weekend away from 
work and school for me.” 

Even after Donohue got the official call 
telling him he had made it, he had to wait one 
more excruciating week while the produc- 
ers took a second look at his paperwork and 
double checked with “Jeopardy!” higher-ups 
to guarantee he was definitely qualified. 

Penny Nichols, Donohue’s freshman year 
advisor and Spanish teacher, wasn’t as sur- 
prised that he was chosen to be on the show 
She said Donohue stands out among the thou- 
sands of smart young people at Northwestern 
because of his personality and sense of humor. 

“I always had to be on my toes with him in 
class and he was often quick to correct me if 
I misremembered some detail or date,” Nich- 
ols said. “I am sure Dan will be a huge success. 
His breadth of knowledge is impressive and 
he the kind of quick, agile mind that Jeop- 
ardy!’ requires.” 

When it came time to compete during the 
taping, Donohue figured out pretty quickly 
that the experience was going to be a lot dif- 
ferent from the way he was used to playing the 
game— at home on the couch. 

“When I usually watch Jeopardy!’ I’m just 
mumbling answers at the TV, and my compe- 
tition is just my parents or whoever happens 
to be in the house,” Donohue said. “So in that 
situation, it feels very easy But when you’re ac- 
tually under the lights in the studio and there’s 
a camera in your face and you’re competing 
against people from very prestigious universi- 
ties — there’s a lot of immense pressure. It gets 
to you. You forget things, and you make mis- 
takes you wouldn’t have made at home.”
